The Visit of the Prince of Wales to 
India. 


Lonpon, July 4.—A London letter of 
June 22d, says, as the time craws on for 
the departure of the Prince of Wales for 
India, the difficulties of the journey are 
more clearly appreciated. It has not 
yet been settied whether the prince is to 
supercede the viceroy 01 accompany him 
as a guest, and even the old Indians are 
very much divided on the question,some 
asserting that it will have a bad effect on 
the minds of the natives if the queen’s 
son plays a second fiddle to the queen's 
deputy, while others argue that it is more 
important that the viceroy’s dignity 
should be maintained at the highest 
point, as after all heis-a permanent rep- 
resentative of Great Britain in India. 
The prince’s costume is another problem. 
A prince ina calico shooting jacket 
would, it is thought, not be sufficiently 
impressive, and though a red coat and a 
cocked hat of an English field marshal is 
no doubt imposing enough, though it is 
very fatiguing tothe wearer ina hot 
country. 

It was at one time contemplated that 
the gee would accompany her hus 
band, but thie idea has been abandoned 
partly on account of the difficulties in 
regard to etiquette and partly on ecouom- 
ical grounds. ‘The government is still 
scheming how to get money to for the 
expenses of the trip out of India for 
some months past. The prince has been 
suffering from sciatica and it is hoped 
that the eastern climate will do him 
good. 


The Late Earthquake. 

New York, July 5.—Later mail ad- 
vices from different places in Columbia 
more than confirm tbe horrors by the 
earthquake in May. A letter from Sa- 
losa of May 28th says: ‘“‘It created a 
pitiable sight, everything it ruins, not a 
house remains stauding, thieves and rob- 
bers from the surrounding country have 

wept down upon the 11! fated city and 
Hardly a single safe has been saved from 
the eustem house. Four hundred mu'es 
were killed in the streets, and as there is 
no one to remove them the stench is 
becoming frightful. ‘The villages of San 
Cristobel, Farina), Guasianue, San Anto- 
nio. Sabaters, San Juan, De Urna, 
Rosairico and San Cayelano are com- 
eat destroyed. The storehouse at 

uerto De Lose Cachos was sacked and 
burned by bandits. 
A letter from Ocana, May 30th, says, 
ten thousand people were killed at Cucu- 
ta, in addition to other thousands who 
were wounded and bruised, death and 
desolation reigned every where. A great 
number of haciendas have been destroyed 
and hundreds of houses in the country 
were overthrown and leaving the people 
homeless ahd consigned to poverty. 
Many of the trees were torn up from the 
roots and small hills were opened like a 
melon. The cause of the great catas- 
trophe is of course unknown and the 

recise place of its first manifestation. 
Some suppose that the ,volcano of Loba- 
tera, which was in action in 1848 isagain 
breaking out, while others say that & new 
volcano has appeared in the hills of Gir- 
acha.

A despatch to President 
Perez, Clunacola,, May 24th, says: 
The population of San Jose, 
Paraorio and San Cayelano have disap- 
peared. The rest of the department is 
in ruins near Sacorro, dated May 24, 
says the situation is assuming a grave as- 
pect and sickness and starvation in Pam- 
pelona areincreasing. A telegram from 
Chiquenisvera of May 22 says the shocks 
are repeating, two last night, one to-day 
and great alarm among the people. 
Appeals for help were being circulated 
through all the cities of Columbia and 
most liberal responses were beihg made.

That having examined the de- 
tails of the plan of the co-operative 
societies of Great Britaim as presented 
by their deputation to us, popularly 
known as the ‘“‘Rochdale plan,” and its 
wonderful success we heartily recom- 
mend it to the the careful consideration 
of our state, and subordinate. granges, 
and to the members of our order, and ad- 
vse such action of the part of the execu 
tive committees of the several states, as 
may be necessary to the organizat'on and 
operation of suchco operative association 
within an order. 

4. Tothisend we recommend the ap- 
pointment of a commttee to secure from 


regulations, articles. of , associations, 
pamphlets and other wri‘ings as may be 
deemed necessary to place the desired in- 
formation in this connection before the 
members of ourjorder, and that said com- 
mittee be authorized to have printed so 
much they may deem advisable to be dis- 
tr.butzd to the executive committees 
of thefstate granges, with circular |ctters 
communicating the action of this execu- 
tive committee herein, and such other 
instructions as may be desired.
